Robert L. Owen Makes 
Sensational 
Statem ent Before the Congress. 
Muskogee, Nov. 20.—There are about 
1.50*1 delegates In attendance on the 
Transmtpsisslppi Commercial congress. 
Tn his address 
President 
Loveland 
dwelt at length upon the Importance 
of government .lid to waterways. 
Hon. R L. Owen, who Is of Chero­ 
kee blood, and one of the two men 
the Democrats of the new state select­ 
ed for United States senator, address­ 
ed the congress. 
He made an attack 
on the department of the Interior, de­ 
claring that nigh officials of that de­ 
partment had even sunk so low as 
to be employing three detectives to 
spy upon his private life when he 
comes to Washington. 
Mr. Owen em­ 
phatically declared himself in favor 
of the removal if restriction of Indian 
lands. 
Senator Newland* spoke of the work 
of the national v t ter ways commission, 
appointed by President Roosevelt, and 
said the commission doubtless would 
at an early da'e take up the Atlantic 
coast problem. He declared that when 
congress meets many plans for the 
relief of the ti a sp o rta tio n problem 
would be pres -mod, but that congress 
will never take up the question In an 
adequate way* until instructed by pub­ 
lic opinion. 
H urged that an Immedi­ 
ate conference devoted exclusively to 
the transportation problem be held at 
Washington compered of the govern­ 
ors and representative m n of the dif­ 
ferent states.

Mexico, the Interna 
tlonal H arvester company, known as 
j the agricultural implement trust, and 
other large users of the fiber in this 
country will have to pay for their sup­ 
plies just whatever price the planta­ 
tion owners may be inclined to ask 
Reports of producers’ plans have been 
received here aud show thoroughness 
In the matter of organization to hold 
price. 
The sisal hemp 
growers 
met in 
Merida, \ ucatan, on Nov. 8 and organ­ 
ized a stock company to be known as 
the Corporation Association of Sisal 
j Hemp Planters. 
Growers will make 
delivery direct 
to 
the 
association. 
which will have charge of the sales. 
Planters will receive two-thirds of Its 
value on the delivery of the product 
to the association, and the remainder 
when the product is sold. 
Heavy pen­ 
alties are provided for breaking the 
agreement, whicn is to lasf five years 
Tn the trade her° there is little doubt 
that the growers will be able to carry 
out their plans, as the state of Yura- 
tan, to all Interns and purposes, has a 
monopoly of the production of sisal 
hemp. The annual production amounts 
to about 60,000 bales of 360 pounds 
each. 
The present market price is 
5 1-2 cents per pound.

Senators who opposed the bill were 
hissed down wnen they arose to speak 
against the mea Mire, and Lieutenant 
Governor Gray, th** presiding officer 
of the senate, wa-- forced to reprove 
senators. 
The statutory prohibition bill which 
was passed T uesday was In the nature 
of a com prom ise between th£ antis 
and the 
prohibitionists. 
The 
antis J 
agreed to give up the fight provided 
the tim e was 3xtende to January, 1909, 
when the sale *f whisky would be for­ 
bidden in the .Mate of Alabam a 
This 
am endm ent will be sent to the house, 
and will be concurred in without a 
fight. 
G overnor Comer will approve the 
bill and, it is understood, a movement 
has been started by the stat ’ W o m an ’s 
Christian Tem perance Union to make 
the signing of the bill a very formal 
oecasion. 
The program m e is now be­ 
ing arranged. 
A feature of the com­ 
promise betw een the antis and the 
prohibitionists was that the an tis will 
not oppose the bill to appropriate the 
sum of $.'>0,000 annually to the govern­ 
or to see that Hie bill be enforced. 
The am ended bill was passed 32 to 
2. Senators Spragins of Madison and 
D am ner of Dekalb voting against it. 
This m easure does not in terfere with 
Jefferson county, In which Birm ing­ 
ham is situate I, and the other coun­ 
ties in which prohibition becom es ef­ 
fective Jan. I, 190S, but the local op­ 
tion 
election 
called in 
M ontgom ery 
next m onth is abandoned, and no o th ­ 
er local option elections will be al­ 
lowed.
